In accordance with accreditation standards , we require that the 
last 30 uni ts before graduation be taken at the College . Of 
these, a minimum of 12 semester units must be in the student ' s 
major and earned in regular course work. This is the substance 
of the statement on page 55 of the College Catalog . This 
requirement will be interpreted in the strictest sense and 
exceptions will be made only in the case of extreme hardship or 
when the College does not offer, within the time left for 
graduation, a required course. Students should be aware of this 
requirement from the very beginning of their career at the 
College . It is particularly important that students who transfer 
in a major portion of their course work and who, unit-wise , take 
a smaller portion of the work for their degree at the College , do 
their academic planning with this requirement in mind. This 
reminder is being placed here so that there will be no very 
unpleasant "surprises" as graduation comes close.
